W a s h in g t o n , M arch I.—The tariff 
bill goes back to the finance com m ittee 
w ithout instructions. 
The 
caucus 
failed to change any of its m ain pro­ 
visions. 
Free wool, free lum ber, free 
salt and free iron orc still stand along 
w ith the income tax. Coal has a revenue 
duty of 40 cents per ton, and sugar is 
still subject to a possible tax not ex­ 
ceeding one cent 
per pound. 
Ad 
valorem duties remain. 
The principal speeches against the 
bill were m ade by Brice and Hill, 
w hile Chairm an Voorhees talked in its 
favor. 
Brice repeated his objections 
th a t the bill was not constructed on 
the lines of revenue, w hile Hill de­ 
voted him self largely to the system of 
ad valorem duty. 
He attacked it vig­ 
orously, contending th a t a general 
adoption of this system in opposition 
to the specific system would prove de­ 
lusive, and be the m eans of encourag­ 
ing a great deal of fraud in the collec­ 
tion of the revenues. 
He said also th a t 
the people most interested in the tariff 
w ere generally opposed to this system, 
n ot only for these reasons, b u t because 
of the uncertainties and intricacies 
w hich it involved. 
Senator Mills contended for the ad 
valorem system as the m ost equitable 
and ju st to all concerned, and declared 
th a t this system was no more liable to I 
abuse under the proper adm inistra­ 
tion of the law than the other. 
Senator Gorman made a long speech, 
and there was a vast am ount of other 
talk in g , b u t in view of the resu lt the 
talk in g is of no consequence. 
The one 
th in g w hich stands out before the 
dem ocratic m em bers of the finance 
com m ittee is th a t they are to follow 
th e dom inating sentim ent in the cau­ 
cus, which w as for few increases in 
the schedules of the W ilson bill, for 
retain in g the income tax, for increas­ 
ing the changes from specific to ad 
valorem duties w henever possible, for 
enlarging the free list, and I or not 
giving more than one cent to su :ar 
under any circum stances. 


A t its conclusion Mr. 
Livingston of 
Georgia renewed the point of order 
made by Mr. Johnson, and under th a t 
rule he dem anded th a t Mr. Tracey, 
who had refused to vote, be held in 
contem pt of the house. 
Mr. Johnson 
said he had a list of tw enty-five mem­ 
bers who had violated the rule.

Livingston dem anded th a t the speaker 
enforce the rule under the decision of 
the Supreme court.

A Janesville man is locked up in the 
Kenosha jail w ith the blood of a hu­ 
man being on his hands. 
George Cloud is his name, and mur­ 
der is the charge made against him. 
John Callaghan, of Brighton, Keno 
aha county, one of the oldest and most 
prominent farmers in that county,wa6 
his victim , and greed for gold was his 
inspiration. 
Tuesday night about 10 
o'clock, it appears. Mr. and Mrs. Cal­ 
laghan wore seated in their home 
The door opened and a. young man en­ 
tered unannounced. 
He held a revol 
ver in his right hand. 
Without speak 
ing a word he deliberately walked 
across the room and confronted Mr 
Callaghan. 
Pointing the gun at him 
he exclaimed: 
“ I want your money or your life. *' 
“ I am a poor man and have no 
m oney”’ answered Callaghan. 
S hot T h e Old Man. 
W ithout 
another 
word the cool- 
blooded young villain shot the help­ 
less old man in the face a .id then 
turned, and fled from the house. 
Mr. 
Callaghan clasped his hands on his 
face, reeled and fell to the floor. 
His 
w ife was so overcome at the awful 
sight that she could hardly 
move. 
Finally recovering herself she hurried 
out and gave the alarm. 
Farmers 
swarmed to the scene of the crime. 
The injured man lay on the floor 
bathed in his blood. 
He was lifted to 
his bed and died in tw enty minutes. 
Mrs. Callaghan gave a description of 
the murderer and David McKee had 
seen him run away from the house 
about the tim e of the crime. 
From 
the description given it was surmised 
that George Cloud was the guilty 
man. 
Cloud had been in the vicinity 
a few w eeks working for farmers. 
Sheriff George Bull, of Burlington, 
was notified and with a posse started 
out in favor of the suspected man. 
ftanuBul H id in g Y esterd ay. 
About noon yesterday he was found 
secreted in' Peterson’s cheese factory, 
.near New Munster. 
He was taken to 
the scene of the murder and identified 
by Mrs. Callaghan and also by David 
McKee. 
He claims to know norhing 
of the crime. 
He said that his home 
was in Rock county, near Janesville. 
The sheriff and district attorney of 
Kenosha county left for the Callaghan 
farm and w ill take the prisoner to 
Kenosha. 
There was strong talk of 
lynching. 
The dead 
mao was an 
(.Irishman by birth. 
He was born in 
Cork in 1831 and had lived in Bright­ 
o n since 185C. 
His wife^s maiden 
name was Ellen Flanigan of Darling­ 
ton. 
He was a gold natured and len­ 
in t mao and kad.-no enemies. 
Neither Chief of Police A cheson or 
Sheriff Bear have been afficiaLly noti­ 
fied of the crime and neither of them 
can place Cloud although Chief Ache- 
son says that the name seems quite 
familiar to him. -Cloud was captured 
by L illy Murphy and John Barrett, 
tw o farmer boys.

ATTORNEY G.G. SU T H E R L A N D ’S 
PLEA AT MADISON TODAY. 


Held That the General W as Lugged 
Into the Case at the Eleventh Hour 
For Political Purposes—Mr. Win- 
ans1 Talk For Colonel Clark Lasted 
But Half an Hour.

Janesville is playing an important 
part in the roster case today. 
Attor­ 
ney George G. Sutherland opened for 
his client, General Joseph B. Doe, and 
pointed out the fact that the general 
was lugged into the case late in the 
day apparently for political purposes. 
A special to the Gazette from Madison 
says that Mr. 
Sutherland said that 
General Doe did not know of Wood­ 
ard’s bank being made a state deposi 
tory and that he was ignorant of the 
details charged, and 
necessary 
to 
sustain against 
him the charge of 
conspiracy. 
Doe did not know of the 
-organization of 
the Times Company 
and held no stock in the company 
Mr. Sutherland ridiculed the idea that 
Clark could have gained any undue 
influence over the plaintiffs and thus 
get money from them. 
Hon. John Winans also spoke for 
Cononel C. L. Clark but his talk was 
but half an hour long and most of the 
time was devoted to an appeal to the 
feelings of the jurymen. 
Attorney Chennoweths’ plea for As 
6istant Attorney General Clancey was 
along the same line with the excep­ 
tion of his asserting that it was the 
plaintiffs who were guilty of conspir 
acy. 
T estim on y Is B egun . 
The defense finished the opening 
arguments at 11:30 this morning and 
the taking of testimony was then be­ 
gun. 
W. J. P. McFail be4 rig the first 
witness called. 
The case took 
a new turn yester­ 
day, and it created comparativejy lit­ 
tle comment outside of the bar, for 
the reason that its full import was not 
understood. 
Mr. Flanders had finished his open­ 
ing in behalf of Governor Peck, 
and 
Burr W. Jones, of counsel for Attor­ 
ney General O'Connor, had talked for 
two hours in explanation and extenu­ 
ation of the acts of his client. 
The 
keynote of his pleading has been in 
the claim that the great stake involved 
for the defendants was in the men­ 
ace 
to their cherished refutations 
and not in the paltry sum of $15,000 
they were charged with having de­ 
frauded the plaintiffs of. 


r.laiu tiffs Conli! N ot R ecover. 
Suddenly Mr. Jones turned from 
the jury to the court and announced 
that the defense would insist upon the 
application of the rule that if the 
plaintiffs had suffered their loss or 
damage through turpitude or compile 
ity in the 
wrong-doing which they 
complained of they should not be en 
titled to recover, and he read briefly 
from accepted authorities as to the 
meaning of this accepted rule. 
He 
6aid the plaintiffs must come into this 
case with clean hands. 
Mr. Olin promptly responded that 
the plaintiffs were not suing to recov­ 
er on apy contract. 
The contracts 
brongVt into the cise were in writing 
and brought in as collateral, showing 
the intent of the defendants, who are 
charged with having defrauded the 
plaintiffs by conspiracy. 
The rule 
which Mr. Jones asked to have ap­ 
plied was such plain law that the only 
question involved in the application of 
it was not one of the court, but a ques­ 
tion of fact for the jury.
